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What's really going 
on with gun control?

Americans have seen the re- 
ports of shootings and various at- 
tacks happening within the coun- 
try in recent times and the affects 
it has on the victims, their loved 
ones, the media, law makers, law 
enforcement, first responders and 
public opinion. 

After every shooting involv- 
ing mass casualties, there is a po- 
litical debate of gun control and 
gun law reform. 

Those on the left argue that 
there are too many guns in the 
hands of the public and that only 
law enforcement and military 
personnel should have weapons 
and that civilians should not, oth- 
er than hunting style firearms. 

Those on the right will sub- 
stantiate their argument for gun 
ownership with the Second 
Amendment right of the U.S. 
Constitution. 

This amendment guarantees 
the right to own such weapons to 
protect themselves, their proper-

ty and loved ones from attack or 
tyranny. 

According to the New York 
Times, Americans make up about 
4.4 percent of the global popu- 
lation but own 42 percent of the 
world’s guns. 

From 1966 to 2012, 31 percent 
of the gunmen in mass shootings 
worldwide were American, ac- 
cording to a 2015 study by Adam 
Lankford, a professor at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama. 

Worldwide, Mr. Lankford 
found, a country’s rate of gun 
ownership correlated with the 
odds it would experience a mass 
shooting. 

This relationship held even 
when he excluded the United 
States, indicating that it could not 
be explained by some other factor 
particular to his home country. 

It also held when he controlled 
for homicide rates, suggesting 
that mass shootings were better 
explained by a society’s access to 
guns than by its baseline level of 
violence. 

The argument from the Na- 
tional Rifle Association (NRA) is 
that “of the mental stability of a 
person is the reason in which an 
individual lets loose on a killing 
rampage nothing else.”

National Rifle Association 
CEO Wayne LaPierre criticized 
Democratic lawmakers, reporters 
and celebrities for what he de- 
scribed as an effort “to piggyback 
their whole agenda to ban guns, 
restrict law abiding people for the 
last 20 years, this circus, on the 
back of this tragedy.” 

House and Senate Democrats 
have renewed efforts to put leg- 
islation expanding background 
checks, among other things, to a 
vote in Congress in response to 
the Nevada shooting on October 
1, 2017 that left at least 59 dead 
and more than 500 injured — the 
deadliest of its kind in modern 
U.S. history. Also, with the recent 
church mass killing in Texas this 
debate will carry on with further 
zeal. 

Mike Sidman of North Ando- 
ver, currently serving in the mili- 
tary stated in regards to the Texas 


church shooting, “Alright, looks 
like this scum was taken down by 
a lawful gun owner with an AR- 
15. A patriot stood up to evil and 
Devin Kelley (he active shooter) 
was dead when the police arrived 
on scene. Let’s make sure we 
keep the narrative straight folks. 
Most importantly, let’s pray for 
these families and the town...so 
terrible. It’s time to grieve...and 
heal.” 

Ostin Linnehan an Apple Inc. 
salesperson replied with, “Does 
this mean we can start talking 
about gun reform now? Or are we 
going to keep pretending it’s not 
a problem? This isn’t about polit- 
icizing it. This is beyond politics. 
This is a real issue. This is some- 
thing we the people should be ac- 
tively trying to fix.” 

These two men represent the 
two oppositions of the gun ques- 
tion in America. What’s right and 


who’s wrong? 

Unfortunately for Americans, 
crazed gunmen will continue to 
find loopholes and other ways 
of obtaining firearms to commit 
their heinous acts just as drug 
dealers will continue to sell drugs 
and other villains will conjure 
methods of hate and destruction. 

Many citizens have taken to 
training classes and programs 
that teach firearms safety and 
encourage lawful gun ownership 
and training as a means of pro- 
tection or self reliance against 
potential threats. 

Others have taken to protests 
and the demand for further gun 
control and bans.

president for his part tweeted that 
this ban was made because he 
took the advice from some of his 


~ military consultants and because 


he believed transgender military 
personnel regarding medical ex- 
penses were costing tax payers 
money. In addition, he believed 
this would pose a threat to mili- 
tary security. 

While the president’s propos- 
al was blocked, it still makes one 
wonder if this decision was justi- 
fied or not. 

During NECC’s pride week 
there were a few students who 
voiced their thoughts on this mat- 
ter. 

One student John Dowd stated 
“*...We have the largest military 
in the world and a lot of---there is 
a lot of money that goes into it so 
I don’t understand why they can’t 
just squeeze it in.” 

His thoughts on the matter are 
similar to a few of his classmates. 

One of his classmates, a Biol- 
ogy major, Aaron Curran, who is 
transgender and works in a phar- 
macy believes the same thing 
about the economy. 

“T really don’t think it will 
lower taxes because he says like 
supporting medical costs sur- 
gery, hormone treatments---all of 
that is expensive and that would 
cause issues but in reality, I work 


in a pharmacy and when you see 
those figures—like Viagra cost 
and different things like that--- 


the military funds, whether it’s -. 


for impendence due to PSTD 
or other things that is so much 
more expensive.” 

As Curran explains further 
other transgender pills are less 


expensive than other medica- 


tion. 

According to him, 
twenty dollars, so just like that 
in general like for one person 
and that includes needles and 
things like that. 

“So his argument like that is 
just wrong it doesn’t even make 
sense it’s just ignorance and— 
it’s like one thing after anoth- 
er—were his trying to discrimi- 
nate.”

Matt Belfiore, stands in the 
center of HC Media’s sleek, new 
studio at the recently completed 
Harbor Place at White’s Corner in 
downtown Haverhill and reflects 
on what it means for Northern Es- 
sex Community College students. 

“The space looks deceptive- 
ly simple,” said the 20-plus year 
employee of HC Media, “But 
there is a lot of technology going 
on in this room.” . 

Technology that the eight 
NECC students currently en- 
rolled in the video field produc- 
tion class are enjoying. 

As director of operations at 
HC Media and an instructor in 
Northern Essex’s journalism/ 


communication program for 11 
years Belfiore has history on his 
side and thus can appreciate what 
the new location and all its trap- 
pings means for his students. 
Working and teaching in the 
new cable access, street-level 
facility has been nothing short 
of amazing, Belfiore said. Com- 
pared to the older cramped, win- 
dowless, studio, on Elm Street, 
where some of the operations are 
still managed, he said the new 
studio and new equipment pro- 
vide “a much better experience” 
Since Bryce Grant, 22 of An- 
dover, never took a class in the 
Elm Street location, she said she 
“didn’t know what to expect” 
at the new studio, but is thrilled 
with the design and location. 
Kirk Whelan, 20 of Windham,

NH, had taken classes at the old 
studio and is quite “surprised and 
impressed” by the new studio. 
While Belfiore has been im- 
parting his media wisdom on to 
Northern Essex students for near- 
ly a decade, in the last three years 
the video field production class 
has been retooled with an em- 
phasis placed on creating “video 
packages in the field” so the stu- 
dio with its leading edge lighting 
and equipment helps students 
create industry worthy packages. 
The students in the first group 
of NECC students to use the new 
studio were greeted with floor to 
ceiling windows overlooking a 
courtyard with a 15-foot water 
fountain on one side and a bus- 
tling Merrimack Street on the 
other, a rolling news desk, re- 
tractable blackout shades, granite 
floors, cutting edge lighting and 
equipment, and a control room 


that operates six cameras. 

“Tt really is a great space,” Bel- 
fiore said. “I love it. The students 
love it. We were always right up 
there with the better equipment, 
but this offers an even better au- 
dio/visual system. And, we have 
breathing room here. It’s easier to 
teach here.” 

Belfiore and other HC Media 
personnel spent well over a year 
designing the space with three 
purposes in mind — to serve as 
a television studio, performance 
venue, and training facility. 

Just that morning the 118-per- 
son capacity facility hosted a 
meet and great for two candidates 
for a local state representative 
race and a meeting for the annual 
Haverhill Stroll. 

Now, just hours later, Belfiore, 
was instructing NECC students 
on how to mount the video cam- 
eras to the tripods, how to level 


the camera, format the camera 
cards, and tips on getting wide, 
closed, and medium shots. 

After sending them out into 
the sunshine in the courtyard 
overlooking the Merrimack Riv- 
er, Belfiore said, “This really is 
an excellent facility. We encour- 
age all the NECC faculty to ex- 
plore using it. It’s a great space. 
It’s here to be used. That’s why 
we built it.” 

Northern Essex offers an asso- 
ciate degree in liberal arts: jour- 
nalism/communication _ option. 
This degree option provides basic 
courses and practical experience 
which prepares individuals for a 
career in public relations, corpo- 
rate communication, or print or 
broadcast journalism, including 
jobs with newspapers, maga- 
zines, publishing, television or 
radio or transfer to a four-year 
degree program.
